She realizes the fallacy of this 
when she sees how Great Britain, 
France, Germany and the other 
countries of Europe find their 'la- 
bor supply at home. She realizes 
that the reason Americans are 
loath to do manual labor is not 
because they consider themselves 
too good for such tasks, but it is 
because of their unwillingness to 
associate in intimate daily con- 
tact with men of alien speech and 
thought and habits."

The nest class of rug is the Ax- 


minster. 
In this class we find a 


rule exactly the reverse of the Wil- 
ton ruling. for the best Aiminster 


yarns aa the rug Is woveu, thus 
forming the pattern. In the second 
method, the fabric is first woven, 
and then run over a large drum and 
the pattern is printed on it, just as 
we would stencil a pattern on a 
lunchcloth. The first rug is known 
as a tub-dyed pattern (I suppose It 
Is because the yarn is dyed In tubs), 
and usually means a .better rug, 
with better yarn, and better con- 
struction than the rug with the 
printed pattern. 
A good velvet is 
as good as an Aiminster, when 
wearing qualities are considered. 


Current Design* Are Good. 


The old realistic designs In the 


domestic rugs, which ranged from 
shrieklngly pink roses to shaggy

While It Is not at all necessary 


that the hangings at the doorways 
and windows should be identical, 
still there must be a close relation 
between them: the color must have 
some kinship, or there will be a dis- 
cord in the hannony.of the room.

electrical age and our homes should 


* b« equipped so that we may enjoy

*" pleasure of electrical energy. Elec- 


tricity first gave us mere light, then 
more light and now it can provide 
adequate and charming lighting. 
Also many electrical appliances 
hare arrived to make nousework 
easier and home life more delightful. 
-If we are to take advantage of 
these joys our homes must be ade- 
quately wired. The planning of the 
wiring in a home should be one of 
the first steps in home design. 
Tto»ught and care should be given 
t* this when we have blueprints 
bercre us. 
Let us visualize and 


plafc tlw wiring for an imaginary, 
xaodeuw ifi-room house. 


First Floor. 


Porch f Th« porch should have a 
ceiling outlet equipped with a fix- 
ture of encloeiafc glassware and 
controlled by a wall switch indoors. 
If there is merely an entrance, a 
fixture might be installed over or 
at the side of the door and con- 
trolled by a wall switch indoors. It 
is well to install a convenience out- 
let In the wall about three feet 
above the floor, thus providing a 
connection for electrical appliance. 


Hall: One ceiling outlet equipped 


with a fixture of enclosing glass- 
ware and controlled by a wall 
switch is generally satisfactory. 


One duplex convenience outlet 


might be provided if the space is 
large enough for portable lamps to 
be used. 
Living Room: Wiring for one or 


two ceiling outlets, depending upon 
the size of the room, and controlled 
by wall switches should be in- 
stalled. These may or may u->t be 
equipped with fixtures, depending 
upon the householder's taste. If a 
ceiling fixture is used it should be 
hung close to the celling and the 
light sources should be shaded. If 
it is not desired, the outlet may be 
plastered over and in that case one 
of the convenience outlets should 
be controlled by a wall switch, so 
that light may be obtained on enter- 
ing the room. 


In a room about 18 by 22 feet 


there should be about five conven- 
ience outlets. These outlets are pri- 
marily for portable lamps but they 
are also -very useful tor electrical 


. appliances. 


If there is a fireplace in the room, 
there should be outlets either on 
the mantel or in the wall for two 
deci»ruti\e candle-lamps or 
wall 


brackets. 


Dining Room: One ceiling outlet, 


either equipped with two circuits 
controlled by wall switches or one 


i circuit controlled by two three-way 
vail switches, should be provided. 
This makes it possible to light the 
Voom either from the door to tht: 
lall or living room, as the case maj 
be, and at the kitchen door. If 
this outlet is equipped with a two- 
circuit fixture, one circuit may pro- 
Tide direct light, to light the table. 
and the other circuit may provide 
general light in *he room. In any 
case it is best for the dining room 
fixture to direct light on the table. 


The 
arrangement of furniture 


should be decided upon and then 
one 
duplex 
convenience 
outlet 


should be placed near the buffet 
and one near the serving table. 
These provide connections for dec- 
orative candle-lamps on the buffet 
and for appliances. 


There should be a convenience 


outlet and a buzzer outlet under 
the table.

Kitchen: Here there should usual- 


ly be one ceiling outlet equipped 
with a fixture of enclosing glass- 
ware hung close to the ceiling and 
controlled by two three-way wall 
switches. One switch should be at} 
the door to the dining room and onej 
at the outside door. 


There should be outlets over the 


gink and other Important places. 


One duplex convenience outlet 


about three feet above the floor 
should be provided near the kitchen 
table. If an electric iron is used in 
the kitchen there should be provid- 
ed a convenience outlet in the wall 
for this. 


Second Floor. 


Hall and Stairway: One ceiling 


fixture in the hall and one on the 
landing should be controlled by two 
three-way wall switches, one switch 
upstairs and one downstairs. 


A convenience outlet will provide

There should also be provided 


outlets for a washing machine, 
ironer, iron, refrigeration plant, etc. 


Attic. 


In the average attic two or three 


ceiling or pendent outlets are suf- 
ficient. 
Throughout the home, electricity 


is essential if comfort, convenience 
and economy are to be considered 
On the proper and adequate wiring 
or' the home depends much of it< 
.satisfaction and enjoyment. 
We 


have barely entered the electrics', 
age and have little conception of 
the coming uses of electricity. The 
life of a residence must be meas- 
ured in decades. Will a welt-wired 
residence of today be adequately 
wired for the coming years?

But a few short years ago the 


electrical 
home 
meant 
electric 


lights only, with not even the con- 
venience of switches placed at con- 
venient 
locations. 
Instead, 
the 


lamps hung on long cord* equipped 
with what were known as key 
sockets, and you had to turn the 
light on at the lamp instead of bj 
a switch located at the door or 
some other convenient location In 
the room. 


Very few homes were equipped 


with what are known as lighting 
fixtures, or chandeliers, as thej 
were called at that time. 


When the chandeliers were first 


placed upon the market, they were 
rnoro pr less ornamental end very 
little thought was given to efficiency 
so far as light was concerned.

tions, was the electric iron.

market. 


The washing machine followed 


the electric iron, as did the little 
disc stove, percolator and other ap- 
pliances. They were very crude in 
many respects, yet quite efficient, 
at least so much FO that they acted 
as educators as well as home -utili- 
ties, until today the most efficient 
household utilities made are elec- 
trical. The greatest labor-savers in 
household utilities are electrical.

Human Body Is Unreliable Judge 


of Temperature. 


A thermometer in the home plays 


the same part that the speedometer 
yiaj"s m the car. The thermometer 
indicates the speed of coal con- 
sumption and points the danger sig- 
nal for health. 


The human body is so unreliable 


when it comes to detecting temper- 
ature, that we need the thermometer 
to prevent us from arbitrarily rais- 
ing or lowering the temperature of 
the house to suit someone individ- 
ual, 
thereby very likely subjecting 


the remainder of the family to a 
temperature either ton hot or too 
cold tor comfort 01 health. 


Without a thermometer the ten- 


dency is to gradually increase ti e 
temperature in the house up to tL° 
noinr where it is actuallj- danger 
out. Un going outdoors from tucr 
a temperature, the body is sub- 
jected to a very sudden chini e 
Occasionally we run across indnH 
uals who seem to require a lower 
temperature 
for 
comtort 
thrn 


otners. In fact they are unaware 
how cold the house becomes. The; 
subject, not only themselves. b'i; 
the balance of the farailj to dange- 
ous exposure if the home is witu- 
out a thermometer. 


The proper temperature for t'lp 


living room is approximately ti^ 
degrees, but it should be under- 
stood, of course, that this mean- 
that a proper humidity should also 
he secured. The house of 65 de- 
grees with proper humidity feels 
as warm as one at 75 degrees, bat 
lacking in moisture. 


Right at this point it is well to 


consider the matter of humidity. 


Humidity in the Home. 


Many manufacturers of furnaces 


are careful to state on the direction

that a proper degree of hupnrl.'.j 
is as necessary as a proper u» _-r^p 
of beat. In spite of this it i-- \ o-., 
rare that proper precaution* arc 
taken to secure this humidiry.

ABOUT REFRIGERATION

The Refrigerator Must Be Undentoed. 


There is no more important ar- 


ticle of furniture in the home than 
the familj refrigerator. 
No other 


article lias such a Mtal duty to per- 
form. No other article can work so 
aiuch harm, or waste more monej'. 
than an inferior refrigerator. And 
je: fhe relrigeratcr is the most neg- 
lected part of the home equipment. 


Purity and Sanitation. 


These nre days of pure food. The 


federal gen eminent and most states 
enforce 
purity and cleanliness. 


Sanitation is Invading the home. 
The- perm-spreading feather duster 
has vanished. Mops and vacuum 
jleanen? 1'ave replaced the broom. 
Sor.i» kitchens are being tiled. Por- 
celrin tables and sinks are now 
common. 


A Forgotten Spot. 


But out in the back part of the 


"ouse is the s;>ot which is most 
ftten forgott-n. It is the place Into 
which a!' perishable food for the 
Lamily .s put. We are very care- 
ful in purchasing this food to see 
that it is fresh and clean. Is not 
the safe, healthful preservation of 
this food after we buy it just as Im- 
portant as the selection of the food 
itself? 


Yet what are the facts? In four 


homes out of five a refrigerator is 
in use v. rich is little better than a 
kitcren cabinet—with the natural 
re.-uifa—food often spoils, germs 
corimuallj multiply, until the re- 
fn~-r£tur is in such condition that 
it w.iuld be condemned as donger- 
oj« to the family welfare if in- 
•>P"Cted b\ the family physician or 
aii.. health official. 


The aim of refrigeration is the 


\ofplng of food fresh, wholesome 
.r,d safe. 
The three things which 


..,-compHsh this are coldness, dry- 
.esc and cleanliness. 
So that the 


_-fi< <1 refrigerat nr—the 
one 
you 


really want and should have—is 
the one affordtne absolute cleaali- 
npss, maximum coldness and dry- 
ness. 


Porcelain refrigerators are made 


n many finishes, the best of them 


t being subjected to a number of 


:'process treatments after having 


been baked in an oven of several 
hundred degrees. 
This leaves a 


very tough, heavy, glazed surface- 


In buying such a refrigerator 


make sure that it is not merely a 
single-coated surface, but that It 
has several coats, each baked into 
the other. 
This makes a nonab- 


sorbent, nonnesting interior which 
is sanitary and easj" to keep clean. 
The light-colored reflecting walls 
make it easy TO examine the con- 
tents of the refrigerator. 


In the best designs of refrigera- 


tors the corners art- fully rounded, 
making it easy to keep the interior 
clean and sanitary. Considerable 
satisfaction is derived from 
the 


fact that one's food is kept in such 
a sanitary refrigerator. 


Proper Insulation. 


Not only must one think of the 


appearance and sanitarj possibili- 
ties of the refrigerator when buy- 
Ing, 
but one must give fully as 


great consideration to the insula- 
rion. It must be borne in mind on 
the one hand that to secure the 
proper degree ot cold it is neces- 
sary to melt the ice. Theoretically 
refrigerators could he ui^'le that 
would melt very little ice. On the 
other hand, this condition would 
probably imply a refrigerator In 
which the temperature, at least for 
the food, would be entirely, too 
high. Why? 


A circulation of air h necessary. 


Always remember that there are 
two extremes that must be consid- 
ered regarding the melting of ice. 
On the one hand, it should not melt 
too rapidly and, on the other, not 
too slowly. Koughly speaking, be- 
tween 34 and 15 pounds of Ice 
melted per day would be consid- 
ered a \i-ry good average. This is 
assuming that the outside tempera- 
ture 


ly prevent this exchange of heat 
and cold through the wall takes 
costly material and the highest 
grade of v\ orkmanship. The refrig- 
erator walls will range in thick- 
ness from two Inches to five inches. 


Naturally those that approach the 


maximum thickness tend to give 
the purchaser the greatest assur- 
.mce of good insulation. 
Where 


\vood parts are used it is important 
that they be well seasoned and 
grooved. 


Insulation. 


Some of the best refrigerators on 


the market use cork as their insu- 
lation material, but owing to the 
fact that cork Is quite expensive. 
the poorer grades of refrigerators 
use substitutes. A poorly seasoned 
refrigerator door soon warps and 
cracks, letting the heat through. A 
poorly insulated refrigerator door 
permits of a certain amount of con- 
densation on Irs surface. This soon 
warps and cracks the door and 
hastens Its rapid breakdown. Who 
has not experienced the aggrava- 
tion of a refrigerator door that will 
not close tightly? 


Dry Air Circulation. 


Cleanliness and coldness, as we 


have explained, are essentials to 
proper refrigeration. 
So is dry- 


ness. A dry atmosphere la the re- 
frigerator is as necessary as cold- 
ness. 
In a refrigerator with poor 


or scanty circulation the contents 
are always becoming damp, moist 
and moldy. Pr; ness cures all these

BUILDING BOARD 


Using a Portion of Your Basement 


for a Vegetable Cellar, 


As already covered in another 


article, building board makes au 
ideal insulating material for con- 
structing a cold cellar for vege- 
tables. Iii providing such a cold 
room for the vegetables, It Is not 
necessary to use more than a por- 
tion of the cellar. 


In partitioning off a portion of 


the cellar it is a good plan to take 
the northeast or northwest corner 
where there is no window, and after 
deciding the amount of space that 
is needed, erett ^x4 studs at inter- 
vals equal to one-half the width of 
the wallboard. The -x4 should be 
arranged so that the wallboard can 
be attached to the two-inch face?. 
making a double wall, and leaving 
a four-Inch space between walls. 


By doing this a dead-air space IB 


provided for between the two-wall 
surfaces 
which effectually main- 


tains a low temperature in the vege- 
table room. A thermometer should 
be placed In this room within plain 
sight and an electric light globe 
hung so that It cun be reached as 
soon as you enter the doorway. 


A fresh-air intake should be pro- 


vided near the ceiling of the room 
so that fresh air can be taken from 
outdoors. A foul-air outlet should 
also be provided, but in this case a 
tube should be constructed to run 
from the foul-air exhaust opening 
down to the floor, leaving an open- 
Ing near the floor. This can be con- 
structed by t reeling two 2x4's 
about twelve Inches apart next to 
the outside wall, and tncking wall- 
board to the two-inch faces, leaving 
an opening at the top to exhaust 
outdoors through an opening in the 
side of the house. Both the fresh- 
air intake and the foul-air outlet 
should be provided with copper 
screening and trap doors. The trap 
doors can te operated from within 
the cold cellar by means of cords. 


As many shelves as needed can 


be erected, also bins for the vege- 
tables. The bins should be elevated 
from the floor about four Inches by 
standing 2 x 4's on edge. 


tie circulation. There was a tinflft 
when a trip to the lake, seuside 
or mountQ!is in the summer time 
was the only relief. Now the fan 
makes everyone's home as comfort- 
able as the seaside. Most people 
do not get more than a fraction of 
the possible comfort from their 
fan. This is owing to lack of ap- 
preciation of the value of the fan. 
Also to the fact that in construct- 
ing their homes they have not 
planned for sufficient outlets to 
make the use of the portable fan1 
a practical affair. 


PERCOLATOR 


The cold air from the melting Ice 


Iropjs from the bottom of the re- 
frigerator, passing through large 
openings in the compartment. As 
13 passes it grows slightly warmer. 
It then rises, getting still warmer 
through contact with the food until 
it reaches the top of the refrigera- 
tor where it passes on back into 
rhe ice chamber and over and 
around the ice. Here it again be- 
comes cold and starts on its jour- 
ney once more. The process is re- 
peated over and over again, thus 
forming a complete and continuous 
rotation oi the entire atmosphere 
within the refrigerator. As the cold 
air makes the chcuit of the refrig- 
erator i: takes up moisture from 
the food and carries it to the Ice 
chamber where, owing to the fact 
that thf ice Is colder than tne air, 
moisture is deposited on the Ice 
cake or side of the brine tank 
(where mechanical refrigerator is 
used) and passes off as waste 
through the drain pipe. This is 
merely taking advantage of na- 
ture's law which states that mois- 
ture condenses upon any cold sur- 
face. In the case of the refrigerator 
thp ice is the coldest object In the 
refrigerator. 
Therefore 
the 
con- 


densation takes place on it, even 
though it may appear at first glance 
that the Ice is already laden with 
moisture. In n refrigerator having 
good air circulation, as a matter of 
test. It should be possible to keep 
lettuce, butter, milk, sugar, salt 
and crackers in as good condition 
as when they were put In. Sugar, 
salt and cracfeers should come out 
just as crisp as when put in. 


Pointers on Refrigeration. 


Like the furnace the refrigerator 


must be fed fuel. In one case It 
is coal, the other ice. There is a 
difference, rowever. In what the 
furnace and refrigerator do for you 
in return for this service. 
Never 


allow the ice to get low. Left-overs 
and marketing should be put away 
In suitable containers so as to avoid 
spilling and spoiling. The contents 
of the refrigerator should be ex- 
amined every day. 
Never nllow 


the left-overs to reach the spoiled 
stncp. Anything that has »,i objec- 
tionable ode*- should be removed 
from the refrigerator cs the other 
foods, particularly milk and butter, 
will take up these odors.

walls and doors that most effectlve-

Lecve 
space around each container so as 
to allow for a free circulation of 
cold air.

the refrigerator. Allow them to cool 
before putting them in. Form the

food. Always latch the door. Do 
not be content with merely slam- 
ming it shut.

The planning of the 
wiring in a home should be one of 
the first steps In home 
design.

First Floor. 


Porehr The porch should have a 


ceiling outlet equipped with a fix- 
ture of enclosing glassware and 
controlled by a wall switch indoors. 
If there is merely an entrance, a 
fixture might be installed over or 
at the side of the door and con- 
trolled by a wall switch indoors. It 
is well to install a convenience out- 
let in the wall about three feet 
above the floor, thus providing a 
connection for electrical appliance 


Hall: One ceiling outlet equipped 
with a fixture of enclosing glass- 
ware and controlled by a wall 
switch is generally satisfactory. 
, 
One duplex convenience outlet 


might be provided if the space is 
large enough for portable lamps to 
be used. 
Living Room: Wiring for one or 


two ceiling outlets, depending upon 
the size of the room, and controlled 
by wall switches should be in- 
stalled. These may or may not be 
equipped with fixtures, depending 
upon the householder's taste. If a 
.ceiling fixture is used it should be 
hung close to the ceiling and the 
light sources should be shaded. If 
it is not desired, the outlet may be 
plastered over and in that case one 
of the convenience outlets should 
be controlled by a wall switch, so 
that light may be obtained on enter 
ing the room. 


In a room about 18 by 22 feet 


there should be about five conven- 
ience outlets. These outlets are pri- 
marily for portable lamps but they 
are also -very useful tor electrical 
appliances. 


If there is a fireplace in the room, 


there should be outlets either on 
the mantel or in the wall for two 
decorative 
candle-lamps or wall 


brackets. 


Dining Room: One ceiling outlet, 


either equipped with two circuits 
controlled by wall switches or one 
circuit controlled by two three-way 


, vail switches, should be provided 
This makes it possible to light the 
'room either from the door to the 
hall or living room, as the case uia> 
be, and at the kitchen door. If 
this outlet is equipped with a two- 
circuit fixture, one circuit may pro- 
vide direct light, to light the table. 
and the other circuit may provide 
general light in the room. In any 
case it is best for tbe dining room 
fixture to direct light on the table. 


The arrangement of furniture 


should be decided upon and then 
one 
duplex 
convenience 
outlet 


should be placed near the buffet 
and one near the serving table. 
| These provide connections for dec- 
jorative candle-lamps on the buffet 


and for appliances. 


There should be a convenience

Kitchen: Here there should usual- 


ly be one ceiling outlet equipped 
with a fixture of enclosing glass- 
•ware hung close to the ceiling and 
controlled by two three-way wall 
switches. One switch should be at 
the door to the dining room and one 
at the outside door. 


There should be outlets over the 


Sink and other important places. 


One duplex convenience outlet 


about three feet above the floor 
Should be provided near the kitchen 
table. If an electric iron is used in 
the kitchen there should be provid- 
ed a convenience outlet in the wall 
for this. 


Second Floor. 


Hall and Stairway: One ceiling 


fixture in the hall and one on the 
landing should be controlled by two I 
three-way wall switches, one switch ' 
upstairs "and one downstairs. 


A convenience outlet will provide

One convenience outlet at the 


right of the lavatory and about 
three feet above the floor is useful 
for appliances, 


Basement 


There should be as many celling 


outlets as there are useful spaces 
and work-places in the basement; 
Tint ;« one at the foot of the stairs 
one In the fruit or vegetable closet, 
one near the furnace, one in the 
coal bin, one over the laundrv 
trays, one over the Ironer, etc. 


There should also be provided 


outlets for a washing machine, 
ironer, iron, refrigeration plant, etc 


Attic. 


In the average attic two or three 


ceiling or penjent outlets are suf- 
ficient. 
Throughout the home, electricity 


is essential if comfort, convenience 
and economy are to be considered 
On the proper and adequate wiring 
of the home depends much of it- 
satisfaction and enjoyment. 
We 


have barely entered the electrical 
age and have little conception of 
the coming uses of electricity. The 
life of a residence must be meas- 
ured in decades. Will a well-wired 
residence of today be adequately 
wired for the coming years?

locations.

lamps hung on long cords equipped 
with what were known as 
sockets, and you had to turn the 
light on at the lamp Instead of b\ 
a switch located at the door or 
some other con\enient location li- 
the room. 


Very few homes were equipped 


with what are known as lighting 
fixtures, or chandeliers, as the\ 
were called at that time. 


When the chandeliers were first 


placed upon the market, they were 
more or less ornamental and very 
little thought was given to efficiency 
so far as light was concerned. 


Various improvements were made 


in glassware tmd fixtures generally, 
until today we have the most ef- 
ficient lighting that it is practically 
possible to get. 


The first electrical appliance that 


meant < onvenieuce in the home 
and routed the old wood, coal or 
gas fire which heated the kitchen 
nnd brought uncomfortable condi- 
tions, was the electric iron.

market. 


The washing machine followed 


the electric iron, as did the little 
disc stove, percolator nnd other ap- 
pliances. They were very crude in 
many respects, yet quite efficient, 
at least =o much ?n that they acted 
ns educators as well as home uti'l- 
tie?, until today the most efficient 
household utilities made are elec- 
trical. The greatest labor-saver? in 
household utilities are electrical.

Some "f the best refrigerators on 


the market use cork as their insu- 
lation material, but owing to the 
fact that cork is quite expensive. 
the poorer grades of refrigerators 
use substitutes. A poorly seasoned 
refrigerator door soon warps and 
cracks, letting the heat through. A 
poorly insulated refrigerator door 
permits of a certain amount of con- 
densation on it? surface. This soon 
warp1* nnd cracks the door and 
hastens Its rapid breakdown. Who 
has nor experienced the aggrava- 
tion of a refrigerator door that will 
not close tightly? 


Dry Air Circulation, 


Cleanliness and coldness, as we 


have explained, are essentials to 
proper refrigeration. 
So is dry- 


ness. A dry "atmosphere in the re- 
frigerator is as necessary as cold- 
ness. 
In a refrigerator with poor 


or scanty circulation the contents 
are always becoming damp, moist 
and moldy. Dryness cures all these 
things. 


The cold air from the melting ice 


drops from the bottom of the re- 
frigerator, passing through large 
openings in the compartment. As 
i=i passes it grows slightly warmer. 
Ir then rises, getting still warmer 
through contact with the food until 
it reaches the top of the refrigera- 
tor where it passes on back into 
the ice chamber and over and 
around the ice. Here It again be- 
comes cold and starts on its jour- 
ney once more. The process is re- 
peated over and over again, thus 
orming a complete and continuous 
rotation of the entire atmosphere 
vithm the refrigerator. As the cold 
air makes the circuit of the refrig- 


rator it takes up moisture from 
the food and carries it to the ice j 
•hainber where, owing to the fact 
that the ice is colder than the air, 
moisture is deposited on the ice 
•ake or side of the brine tank 
(where mechanical refrigerator Is 
ised) and passes off ns waste 
through the drain pipe. This is 
merely taking advantage of na- 
ture's law which states that mois- 
ture condenses upon any cold sur- 
face. In the case of the refrigerator 
the ice is the coldest object In the 
refrigerator. 
Therefore 
the con- 


densation takes place on it, even 
though It may appear at first glance 
that the Ice is already laden with 
moisture. In a refrigerator having 
good air circulation, as a matter of 
test, it should be possible to keep 
lettuce, butter, milk, sugar, salt 
and crackers In as good condition 
as when they were put in. 
Sugar, 


salt and cracker? should come out 
just as crisp as when put In. 


Pointers on Refrigeration. 


Like the furnace the refrigerator 


must be fed fuel. 
In one case it 


is coal, the other Ice. There is n 
difference, riwever. In what the 
furnace and refrigerator do for you 
In return for this service. Never 
allow the ice to get low. Left-overs 
and marketing should be put away 
In suitable containers so as to avoid 
spilling nnd spoiling. The contents 
of the refrigerator should be ex- 
amined every day. 
Never allow 


the left-overs to reach the spollec 
stage. Anything that has an objec- 
tionable odor should be removed 
from the refrigerator as the other 
foods, particularly milk nnd butter 
will take up these odors.

Ideal insulating material for con- 
structing a cold cellar for vege- 
tables, lu providing such a cold 
room for the vegetables, It is not 
necessary to use more than a por- 
tion of the cellar. 


In partitioning off a portion of 


the cellar It Is a good plan to take 
the northeast or northwest corner 
where there is no window, and after 
deciding the amount of space that 
is needed, erect 2x4 studs ut inter- 
vals equal to one-half the width uf 
the wailboard. The 2 x 4 should be 
arranged so that the wallboard can 
be attached to the two-inch face*, 
making a double wall, and leaving 
a four-inch space between walls. 


By doing ;ais a dead-air space if 


provided for between the two-wall 
surfaces 
which effectually main- 


tains a low temperature In the vege- 
table room. A thermometer should 
be placed In this room within plain 
sight and an electric light globe 
hung so that It can be reached as 
soon ns you enter the doorway. 


A fresh-air intake should be pro- 


vided near the ceiling of the room 
so that fresh air can be taken from 
outdoors. A foul-air outlet should 
also be provided, but in this case a 
tube should be constructed to run 
from the foul-air exhaust opening 
down to the floor, leaving an open- 
ing near the floor. This cnn be con- 
structed by erecting two 2x4's 
about twelve Inches apart next to 
the outside wall, and tacking wall- 
board to the two-inch faces, leaving 
an opening at the top to exhaust 
outdoors through an opening in the 
side of the house. Both the fresh- 
nir intake and the foul-air outlet 
should be provided with copper 
screening and trap doors. The trap 
doors can be operated from within 
the cold cellar by means of cords. 


As many shelves as needed can 


be erected, also bins for the vege- 
tables. The bins should be elevated 
from the floor about four Inches by 
standing 2 x 4's on edge.
